Plttsburg Dispatch—The beginning of the new school year quite 


naturally suggests now views on tin; schools and educational meth- 
ods or views not new given a fresh presentation. An educcator In 
aa eastern state who evidently has lost much of his respect for ex- 
amination marks and a large part, of his confidence in the perspec- 
tive of parents and their interest in their children's school work, has 
a few words to say that are full of Interest. To test his view that 
there are BO many factors other than actual merit in'the markings 
of papers that the marks are useless as a tracer of progress, 
sent a copy of a tost paper to 100 teachers under his direction, 
marks justified the theory, he says, since they ranged all the way 
from 90 down to 29, and for him proved that tho teacher has as 
much to do with the marks on papers iis the work of the pupil some- 
times—as In this test paper case—even more. 


This principal is so convinced that the teacher's equation plays 


a determining part In paper markings that ho pays no attention to 
the eigns that decide a student's standing. He is firmly of tho opin- 
ion that the pupil who gets "good marks" Is not necessarily a "good 
student" Or a "good learner." Nor, on the contrary, is tho coinci- 
dence that a child gets "bad marks" evidence that the girl or boy 1s 
dull, lacking In Interest or application or is not acquiring knowledge, 
at worst, has capacity. Tho poor marks, according to this principal, 
may mean as much as anything else that the "bad marked" pupil 
has" a poor teacher, or one whose personality somehow gets 
into 


the paper marks. 


It is interesting to hear this principal tell school secrets, as for 


instance the difference between tho lay teacher and the bright alert 
one. the teacher who marks papers with a clear head,"cheerful out- 
look, and plenty of timo, and the teacher 
who does 
the 
marking 


-when In a hurry, or between the teacher marking the paper of the 
pupil he likes personally and the teacher doing the same office for 
the student he cordially dislike;;. All these he says enter into paper 
marking which has cured him of hiy faith In marks as actual records 
of children's progress or mental rapacities. 
He declares he, would 


pay no attention to his own son's marks unless he had a good knowl- 
edge of the teacher who made t h e m . Kvldently progress Is 
its way thru the schools as well as elsewhere.
